Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  i960. 

The  population  of  2,/00  is  fifty  more  than  for  the  previous  year 
but  a more  accurate  estimate  of  the  Urban  District’s  population  will  be 
obtained  when  the  results  of  the  1961  Census  are  made  available. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  of  Infants 
under  1 year  of  age  for  the  fifth  successive  year.  The  Maternal 
Mortality  Rate  is  again  NIL  and  has  been  now  for  at  least  11  years. 

Only  22  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the  whole 

year. 


One  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  added  to  the  register  during  the 
year,  leaving  a total  of  16  cases  on  the  register  at  the  31st  December, 
I960.

ADJUSTED  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE  : COMPARABILITY  FACTOR 

Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These  populations  are 
estina.ted  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including 
those  who  have  no  influence  on  the  birth  rate.  These  latter  do,  however,  e„ffect 
the  birth  rate  in  that  a high  proportion  of  them  in  a populations  tends  to  lower, 
and  a small  proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  proportion 
will  vary  in  different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  or  standardization  of 
such  a factor  vail  give  a truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a comparability  factor  on  these  lines, 
multiplication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability  factor  gives 
the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  con  be  compared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales, 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained,  in  a similar  way  to  the  above. 

The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or  reduction  in  the  population 
materially  affects  its  comparison  by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that 
account.  Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth  rate  area  comparability 
factors  are  also  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in 
institutions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SURVEYOR/PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  I960. 


Nr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  I960. 

WATER. 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Halesworth  Urban  District  Council  and  a supplementary 
supply  of  25,000  gallons  per  day  is  available  from  the  Walpole  bores  of  the  Blyth 
Rural  District  Council.  The  average  daily  consumption  for  the  year  shoved  some ' 
slight  decrease  on  the  previous  year  due  to  the  possible  decrease  in  demand  for  watering 
gardens.  77  households  paid  a hose  rate.  Bacteriological  samples  taken  from'  houses 
in  the  Town  are  shown  as  satisfactory  and  show  no  coliform  bacilli  per  100  ml. 

Chemical  Analysis  of  the  raw  water  taken  from  the  bore  shows  the  water  to  be  of  good 
organic  quality  with  no  evidence  of  pollution  from  the  Chemical  Analysis.  Total 
hardness  approximates  to  23°  Clark  of  which  about  18o  is  temporary  in  nature. 

Reaction  is  neutral  anp  free  carbon  dioxide  is  fairly  high.  Treatment  is  given  to 
reduce  the  free  carbon  dioxide  and  the  heavy  trace  of  iron  which  is  present.  Matallic 
contamination  is  absent  apart  from  the  iron  and  a faint  trace  of  zinc.  On  chemical 
evidence  this  water  is  suitable  for  drinking  and  after  treatment,  for  general  domestic 
purposes. 

Samples  of  water  have  also  been  taken  from  the  remaining  i/ells  in  the  district, 
in  all  cases,  except  one,  the  water  was  found  to  be  fit  both  chemically  and 
bacteriologically.  In  the  remaining  case  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  extension 
of  a water  supply  to  the  house.

The  Sewerage  Works  at  Bramfield  Road  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily  and 
work  of  maintenance  has  continued  throughout  the  year.

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  my  last  report  mention  was  made  of  the 
steadily  decreasing  number  of  houses  which  were  equipped  with  pail  closets.  Very 
little  decrease  in  numbers  has  been  effected  during  the  year  under  review,  and  it 
must  be  emphasised  that  the  only  reductions  which  are  likely  in  the  future  will  be 
due  to  the  demolition  of  the  houses,  together  with  the  extension  of  main  sexiers  in 
one  small  area  of  the  Toxin. 

In  additional  to  the  sewage  from  the  Town  the  Works  deals  xiith  sewage  from 
the  point  of  Holton  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  effluent  from  two  poultry  Packing 
Stations  will  be  connected  to  the  Holton  Sewer  during  the  coming  year.  Agreement 
has  also  been  reached  xiith  the  Wainford  Rural  District  Council  to  connect  the 
xrillage  of  VJissett  to  the  system.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  xiork  will  take  place 
during  the  year. 

Instructions  have  been  given  to  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  the  Council 
regarding  these  Works,  and  a full  survey  of  the  sewers  and  and  works  of  the  Council 
xiill  be  carried  out  during  the  present  year. 

In  common  with  many  other  Sewage  disposal  xiorks  some  difficulty  is  exper- 
ienced in  disposing  of  dried  sludge  and  over  the  past  four  years  experiments  have 
been  carried  out  in  various  methods  of  disposal.  The  most  successful  method 
evolved  so  far  has  been  that  of  burning,  when  given  reasonable  conditions  this 
method  effects  a considerable  reduction  in  bulk,  calling  for  less  transport,  and 
is  considerably  easier  to  transport.  It  must  be  emphasised  that  this  method,  to 
be  satisfactory,  calls  for  complete  efficiency  in  the  drying  beds  and  the  use  of  a 
burning  method  which  is  completely  suitable  for  the  particular  works. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  by  the  Council  employing  two  men  and 
one  Refuse  waggon.  Disposal  is  by  menas  of  the  controlled  tip  at  Cookley. 

Street  cleaning  is  carried  out  daily,  and  storm  xiater  gullies  are  emptied 
at  regular  intervals, 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

One  part  time  operator  is  employed  by  the  Authority.  There  are  79&  houses 
and  214  business  premises  in  the  Council's  area,  and  complaints  of  rodent  infestation 
arc  dealt  xiith  immediately. 

Regular  visits  to  the  Refuse  Tip  are  made  by  the  Council’s  operative  and 
periodic  disinfestation  carried  out. 

Sexiers  are  investigated  at  six  monthly  intervals  but  only  one  small  centre 
of  infestation  was  found  - this  was  treated. 


DISINFESTATION. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  whilst  there  is  still  a need  for  disinfestation 
service  to  be  available  the  picture  of  disinfestation  is  altering.  Requests 
are  still  made  for  disinfestation  for  wasps  and  ants,  but  it  would  appear  that 
householders  individually  are  making  greater  personal  efforts  to  deal  xiith 
outbreaks  of  fleas  and,  in  some  cases,  woodworm.  This  is  largely  due  to  the 
availability  of  suitable  insecticides  which  are  comparatively  easy  to  use  bui^  the 
use  of  which  means  constant  vigilance  in  respect  of  the  infestation  and  a little 
perseverance  on  the  part  of  the  person  operating.  Several  cases  have  been  noted 
xihere  a completely  satisfactory  job  of  disinfestation  of.  woodworm  has  been  carried  out. 

It  is  felt  that  much  xiould  be  achieved  to  prevent  spread  of  verminous  insects 

if  all  transport  engaged  in  the  removal  of  furniture  was  disinfected  at  regular 
intervals. 

FOOD  PREMISES . 


•There  are  10  premises  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  in  the  area,  all  of  which 
sell  pre-packed  Ice  Cream.  There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  Ice  Cream. 
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Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages  and 
sausage  meat. 

Seventy  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made  and  throe  were  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory,  of  these,  two  have  now  been  rendered  satisfactory  and  in  the 
remaining  case,  work  of  alteration  of  the  food  preparation  room  has  been  put  in 
hand.  Once  again  the  co-operation  afforded  by  a large  proportion  of  those  people 
engaged  in  or  about  food  premises  must  be  remarked.  i

Since  the  last  Annual  Report  the  Appointed  Day  under  the  Slaughterhouse 
Reportg  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1959,  has  been  fixed  and  the  butchers  in  the  area 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  facilities  for  slaughtering  afforded  outside  the  Area, 
Whilst  this  has  satisfied  the  policy  for  centralised  slaughtering,  it  is  felt  that 
extreme  care  must  be  taken  by  the  operatives  responsible  in  the  transportation  of 
meat,  especially  during  the  summer  months.  It  would  be  pleasing  to  see  the  same 
pride  and  care  being  taken  in  the  slaughtering,  dressing,  hanging  and  delivery  of 
meat  as  was  taken  by  the  former  family  butchers.  These  qualities  are  displayed  by 
many  firms  and  their  operatives  but  it  would  be  well  to  remember  that  the  delivery 
of  meat  is  observed  by  members  of  the  Public  who  have  every  right  to  complain  if 
necessary, 

HOUSING . 

During  the  year  49  houses  were  inspected,  12  of  which  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  in  some  respect.  As  a result  of  informal  action  the  necessary 
repairs  have  been  carried  out  at  each  of  these  houses. 

As  has  been  stated  in  a previous  part  of  this  report,  there  remains  in  the 
District  a.  small  number  of  houses  which  are  the  probable  subject  of  orders  under  tae 
Housing  Acts,  The  removal  of  these  is  continuing  but  must,  of  necessity,  be  geared 
to  the  erection  of  new  houses  necessary  for  the  re-housing  of  the  occupants. 

One  Demolition  Order  was  secured  during  the  year  and  Closing  Orders  made  in 
respect  of  two  properties. 

22  new  Houses  were  built  by  the  Local  Authority  and  9 new  Houses  by  private 
enterprise.  One  Discretionary  Grant  was  made  during  the  year. 
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Five  families  have  been  re-housed  from  unfit  houses 


FACTORIES. 

There  are  37  premises  which  have  been  registered  under  the  Factories  Act, 
during  the  period  under  review.  No  defects  x;ere  found  upon  inspection  of  these.
